To meet the traffic needs of th 
district, and in fulfilment of state 
ments previously made the directors 
of the Northern Alberta railways have 
therefore decided to recommended to 
the government and to the directors 
of the Canadian Pacific, the com 
mencement in 1930 of a line from 
Hythe to Rolla, a distance of 50 mile 
and from Fatrview westerly, a distance 
} of 15 miles In addition the Northern 
Alberta railways will, during the come 
ing year, undertake to investigete the

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GOOD LEADERSHIP 


Canadian railway earnings naturally 
show the influence of the postponed mar 
keting of the wheat crop, fore than 
any other business enterprise the railways 
experience the first and direct result of 
the holding policy. Railways make money 
by hauling traffic; when the traffic is not 
moving their revenue shrinks—while the 
overhead goes on, 

But the railway managements are do- 
ing no great amount of complaining. 
They know that sooner or later the wheat 
must move, and when it moves the freight

rates will be collected. Business generally | 


should take the same. attitude. The 
wheat is not destroyed. It is “in being.” 
When it is sold the proceeds will make 
their influence felt, And if the prices rise, 
the influence will be all the greater be- 
cause it is withheld for a time. 

REVERSING THE RULE 


The shoe is now on the other foot—or 
the other hoof. Owing to outbreaks of 
hoof-and-mouth disease there, the Dom- 
inion authorities have placed an embargo 
against the importation of cattle, sheep, 
goats and swine from Seotland; and a 
similar prohibition already forbids the im- 
portation of these animals from England. 
Canada imports considerable numbers of 
such animals from the old lands ey 
year for breeding purposes. The trade is 
not large, but its stoppage will impress a 
good many breeders in the old countries 
with the fact that Canada is not taking 
any chances on introducing the disease 
into its herds. Perhaps it will also help 
them to understand why Canadians re- 
sented the similar embargo which was 
maintained by the British authorities 
against Canadian stock for years when 
there was no hoof-and-mouth disease in 
Canada, 


NOVA SCOTIA FOLLOWS SUIT 


Nova Scotia has decided to abandon 
prohibition and establish a liquer sale 
system more or less similar to those al- 
ready existing in seven of the other pro- 
vinces. Prince Edward Island will then 
be the only province maintaining a pro- 
hibitory law. 

Whether the Nova Scotians found it 
impossible to enforce prohibitory law, or 
found that it was more prohibitory than 
they wanted, or wished to draw revenue 
from liquor sales as other provinces are 
doing, are points upon which outsiders 
are not qualified to judge. Nor is that 
practically important. 

Of eight provinces which turned to pro- 
hibition as the cure for the evils of the 
bar-room, seven have thus modified their 
policies to the extent of making the sale 
and consumption of liquor legal under the 
more effective restrictions imposed by 
what is known as “control” legislation. 

The decision in Nova Scotia is hardly 
surprising, and indicates nothing except 
that the trend of opinion there is the same 
as elsewhere. It is significant that no- 
where is there a suggestion of reverting 
to the pre-war order of things. 
whatever its defects, represents the maxi- 
mum latitude that the Canadian public 
either want or would tolerate in the hand- 
ling and use of intoxicants. 


THE MINERAL BELT 

Hon, Mr, MacPherson, attorney gen- 
eral of Saskatchewan, addressed the mem 
bers of the Edmonton Chamber of Com- 
meree on Friday in reference to the min 
eral resources in the northern part of that 
province and of Alberta. That is a sub- 
lect of which a good deal is being heard 
just now, and the more that is heard the 
rreater must be the confidence that a 
remarkable industrial development will 
jer place in that zone during the next de- 
cade. 

What is being done in Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba is only the beginning of 
development, but the scale on which it is 
being undertaken proves both the exist- 
ence of vast bodies of valuable minerals 
and the availability of capital for their 
exploitation. Men do not pour millions in- 
to railway lines and smelting works and 
hydro plants without knowing how they 
are going to get dividends from the invest- 
ment, 

If the metals in so small a section of 
the mineralized belt warrant the invest- 
ment that is being made to develope them, 
it is sheer guess-work as to how vast are

SUM PASSED 


Many Items Left for Fur- 
ther Consideration by 
Aldermen 


Estimates of capital expenditure for 
1030, aggregating $1,882,212, were con- 
sidered by the city council at a special 
meeting Friday night and the 
majority of items tentatively ap- 
proved. However, no definite decision 
was reached and it is expected the 
estimates will again be discussed at 
the next regular meeting. 

The estimates of the engineer's de- 
partment, totalling $1,682,212, includ- 
ing proposed local improvements, came 
in for the bulk of the discussion, Two 
delegations waited on council to press 
for certain paving Jobs affecting their 
particular communities: A south side 
delegation urged the paving of the ap- 

roaches Lo the low level bridge, while 

he second delegation requested the 
paving of the north side of 107 avenue 
from 101 street to LILA street, 

Bridge Approaches 

Ald, Gibbs stressed the importance 
of paving the approaches to the low 
Jevel bridge in order to provide second 
arterial highway between the north 
and south sides. He was of the 
opinion that the paving of the centre 
portion on Jasper avenue from 104 
street to 109 should be deferred and 
the money used to pave the bridge 
approaches, which Engineer Haddow 
said would cost $122,000, 

Ald, Collison® took issue with Ald. 
Ciibbs’ statement that while the pav- 
ing of the centre portion of Jasper 
avenuc was necessary from a beautl- 
fication standpoint it would not 
materially improve traffic conditions, 
Ald. Collisson said that the heaviest 
traffic in the city passed over Jasper 
& e¢ from 104 street to 109 street 
he paving of the centre portion 
was vitally necessary, 

W. J, Cunningham, power and street 
railway superintendent, said that 
whether the centre portion of Jasper 
avenue was paved or not it would be 
necessary to reconstruct the street car 
tracks from 104 street to 109 street 
next year, 


82nd Avenue 

Ald. Dr, ¥. A. Keillor then suggested 
that the proposed paving of 82 avenue 
from the C.P.R, tracks to 105 street 
be deferred and the south approach to 
the low level bridge paved instead. 
He believed the south side residents 
would be satisfied if the crossings only 
on 82 avenue were put in good shape 
this year and the south bridge ap- 
proach paved. 

Other estimates of the engineer's 
departments were tentatively ap- 
proved, ‘I'he question of constructing 
an incinerator was laid over for dis- 
cussion at the next meeting. Mr. 
Haddow said he planned to locate the 
incinerator on Ross Flats, near 105 
street, It would cost about $125,000. 
Asked if the incinerator would create 
# nuisance, Mr. Haddow replied that 
it would be of the modern high tem- 
perature type and cause no more nul- 
sance than a modern factory, with no 
odor whatsoever, 

Ald. Gibbs suggested the boulevard- 
ing of the street south of Patricia 
Park, while Ald. Findlay wanted a 
convenient road between Bonnie Doon 
and Forest Heights opened up. 

Bus Service 

In connection with the discussion 
on the proposed paving of the ap- 
proaches to the low level bridge, Mr. 
Cunningham said he wished to inau- 
gurate a bus service between the north 
and south side during the course of 
the next two or three years and the 
low level route would be used by this 
service, 

Proposal of the exhibition board to 
submit a by-law to the burgesses for 
$190,000 to provide for a new grand- 
stand was tentatively approved, Percy 
Abbott appeared before council and 
said the board guaranteed the annual 
capital charges which would be met 
by the anticipated increased revenue. 
He also stressed the fire hazard of the 
present structure 

Fire department estimates, totalling 
$26,000, were also given tentative ap- 
proval, Fire Chief Dutton told the 
council he wished to purchase a 
second additional Magirus aerial lad- 
der which would be stationed in 
North Edmonton. The north end was 
without ladders at present, he sald. 

A by-law will submitted for 
$85,000 tu purchase equipment, eleva- 
tor, boiler house, furnishings, trans- 
formers, ete.,, for the new wing and 
nurses’ home addition of the Royal 
Alexandra Hospital, 

Other departmental capital esti- 
mates given tentative approval were: 
electric light department, $72,366; 
filtration plant extensions and 
modernization, $92,500; street railway 
department, $136,500; telephone de- 
partment, $65,600; waterworks de- 
partment, $65,000. ‘These, Commis- 
sioner Mitchell explained, were ‘or 
ordinary extensions to service, made 
necessary by the growth of tho city,

The mayor said an electrical warn- 
ing device would not be sufficlent as 
it might happen that the power would 
be off at the very time tat it was 
wished to warn the people of an im- 
pending gas service interruplion He 
also said that the signal should be 
available under any circumstances or 
conditions, not only to warn consum- 
ers that the gas service was off but 
to notify them that the gas service 
might go off and warn them to watch 
carefully thelr ranges, heaters and 
furnaces, 

Still unsatisfied in his own mind

NE sera at the mouth of the Mackenzie 

river, was to the average Canadian resi- 
dent in the civilized fringe which girdles the 
place as distant as Teheran or Tim 
buctoo, The Herschel island post of the Royal 
Canadian Mounted heroic and 
enormously vague outpost of Canada’s far-flung 
rule, Once a year, possibly, the mail reached 
the lonely men who pioneered there.

Northern flights are being made by Western 
Canada pilots every week that Canadians never 
hear of, though they cannot take up a paper 
which does not ballyhoo the flip of a French- 
man or the achievement of an American, Can- 
adian pilots in the Northwest Territories are 
doing stuff that ranks with the finest and most 
daring flying in the world—that is the great 
succession from the reputation that Canadian 
pilots established in the war as second to none 

and yet it is unknown to their own country- 

en. 

On the face of it something is wrong and 
yet the affair is easy to understand. The flights 
that win international fame and emblazonment 
in the papers are in the main stunt flights. The 
hops made by Western Canada pilots have a 
business purpose. They are constructive flights 

to carry engineers or prospectors, to open up 
territory to commerce, to survey mineral possi 
bilities, to transport supplies or bring out furs 

and are as far removed in intent from the 
circus realm of sturts or records as a run of 
the International Limited. They are neither 
advertised nor ballyhooed, before or after 
There is in them no hint of rivalry, individual 
or international, 


And the result—-more is the pity, from a 
national point of view—nothing is heard of 
them. 


But to come back to Lee Brintnell’s flight. 
He left Lawson and flew south through the 
Yukon and along the British Columbia coast to 
Prince Rupert, from that to Edmonton and back 
to Winnipeg. He flew 9,000 miles, including 
more than a thousand miles inside the Arctic 
Cirele, in 94 hours of flying time, without a 
missed beat of his motor. 


Blazing Spectacular Air Trails 


B* the way, when he was at Aklavik Lee 
Brintnell took some fifty Eskimos up f 
ry rides, 

Western Canada planes are indeed crashing 
the Arctic. Readers far ilfar with the efforts 
which were instituted to find the MacAlpine 
missin, in the Barren Lands, know 
that the finest flying of its kind in the 
aviation—indeed there has been ne 
sustained flying over such far north terrain to 
compare with it—has during recent weeks been 
taged up to and beyond the 65th parallel, 

Not all of it has been done by Western Car 
ada, for pilots of Northern Aerial Minerals 
Exploration and Dominion Explorers have als 
participated in this magnificent chapter o 
northern flying. 

These pilots of the frontier, their blood 
stirred by the unconquerable past of this vast 
lone land where men on foct were but wander 
ing Lilliputs, have literally crashed through to 
conquer it. In the space of little more than a 
year, with their gallant cruising planes, they 
have torn it from the primeval grip of a mil 
lion years of silence

It is scarcely two months since Pat Reid and 
J. G. Vance, pilots of N. A. M. E., blazed a 
spectacular air trail when they flew from 
Chesterfield inlet across the height of Jand to 
Bathurst inlet, along Coronation gulf, acros 
Great Bear lake, to Fort Norman, It was the 
first time the Arctic rim of the Canadian main 
land had ever been crossed by air, But news 
papers whick feature every flight from Seattle 
to San Francisco or from Paris to the Azores 
did not carry a line about it. Pat Reid and 
Vance, worthy to rank with any aerial first 
flighter of the last ten years, are names un 
known even to Canadians. 

The silence in» which these northwestern 
pilots have been making flights of extreme dar- 
ing and constructive significance, founding an 
empire of the air up where the Canada goose 
nests, bringing in the rpace of a few months a 
million square miles of territory into the orbit 
of Canadian dominion, is nothing short of crim 
inal. In such an outline as this it is impossible 
to catch up with the annals of individual flights 
which should have been heralded at the time 
But some day some writer with the time will 
find in their deeds a romance and a tradition 
that will make as rich reading as did the pion 
eer deeds of the Mounted Police. 

Enough has been told now to show that no 
Canadian organization has a greater right than 
Western Canada Airways to use as a symbol 
the Canada goose. 

No symbol could have been more fittingly 
chosen as the badge of a company whose pilots 
are an incomparable band of thirty-five north: 
ern airmen, a wilderness corps d’elite fit to 
rank with any specialized group of pilots any 
where In the world, 

Thirty-five pilots and, peculiarly enough, 
everyone of them, so far as I know, a veteran 
of the war. Not that this has any particular 
significance, except to mark their generation. 
There are decorations among them, but if you 
ask almost any of them what he did in the great 
war he will likely say, “Oh, nothing much, Just 
ordinary service,” 

Titles of rank, war rank, have been dropped 
by these pilots who have to sell flying to the 
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Rush base at Summit Lake, Prince George, B.C. 


frontiersmen, the prospector, the mining hunky, 
the trader, the trapper, the Indian and the 
Eskimo. They are simply men doing a job, a 
dramatic job possibly, but on a basis of com- 
monplace commerce, not in uniforms or on the 
strength of their reputations in a Camel or a 
Bristol fighter, but wearing bush togs at the 
stick of a safe and sane peace-time bus more 
than ten years after. 

I cannot here, although I hope to some time, 
go into the men and their exploits individually, 
but [ would like to mention the names of some 
of these Western Canada pilots, for they should 


be known: W. Lee Brintnell, operating man 
ager; C. A. Thompson, lost with the Mac- 
Alpine party, a great bush flier; Andy 


Cruickshank, C, H. “Punch” Dickins, W. J. 
Buchanan, Jock Jarvis, Harold Farringdon, Roy 
Brown, A. N. Westegaarde, Con Farrell and 
Don MacLaren, 

Lest you might not recognize the last, let it 
be said that he is the former Major Donald 
MacLaren who with forty-elght enemy machines 
to his credit ranked with Bishop, Barker and 
Collishaw as the fourth of the Big Four amongst 
Canadian war-time airmen and as sixth in the 
all-British air forces, 

The Very Latest in Planes 
HESE men and others of Western Canada 
have piled up a great record, Last year 
“Punch” Dickins won the McKee trophy for the 
greatest contribution to Canadian aviation, 
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Spy 


climaxing a fine year’s work with his Chester- 
field inJet trip. Everyone of them has a rich 
background of past and present. Andy Cruick- 
shauks, as fine a flier as there is in Canada, 
was three years in the Mounted Police. He had 
a flying venture in the Yukon before joining 
Western Canada, Once he flew a plane, with 
wheels, from Skagway to Dawson City, through 
the mountains on a trip where there were mere 
landing pockets perhaps chce in every hundred 
miles. 

This year, prior to joining the MacAlpine 
hunt, Cruickshanks has been flying out of Prince 
George in northern British Columbia, landing 
ana taking off on streams which had a current 
of ten or fifteen miles an hour, without a mis 
hap. } 
These men are merely chosen at. random to 
give a few names. They are amongst the cream 
of these northern fliers. There are others, of 
course, outside Western Canada ranks whom 
one must at least indicate, such as “Wop” May 
of Edmonton, Spence and Sutton of, Dominion 
Explorers, “Doc” Oaks, Duke Schiller, Pat Reid 
and Vance of N, A, M, E. 

“Doc” Oaks, now executive chief of N, A, 
M. E. flying, was the first pilot and first man- 
ager of Western Canada. He is second to none 
as a northern airman, for he is an engineer as 
well as a pilot and has had a tremendous bush 
experience, In 1927 when with Western Canada 
his fine work won the McKee trophy. He, too, 
learned to fly in wartime. He has been flying 
since. 

Duke Schiller, who brought Fitzmaurice of 
Bremen fame out from Greenely island, needs 
no introduction, 

Pat Reid, formerly an air engineer with the 
Ontario Forestry Air Service—from which 
several of the aforementioned fliers graduated 
to scek further north work—only became a pilot 
three or four years ago. To-day he ranks with 
the very best of the veterans, His flight with 
Vance across the northern limits of Canada was 
a classic. °* 

Three years ago Western Canada, now an 
organization with an investment in the most 
modern of aeroplanes amounting to something 
like $1,500,000 and with a record such as has 
been barely outlined, did not exist. Tt was 
December 25, 1926, when the first plane lef: 
Hudson to begin operations in the Red lake 
and Woman lake gold district of Patricia, On- 
tario, } 

A few weeks ago Western Canada Airways 
placed an order amounting to $350,000 for ten 
Fokker F.14 special type planes to be used on 
the night mail lines being established between 
Winnipeg, Regina, Saskatoon, North Battle- 
ford and Edmonton and Regina, Moose Jaw and 
Calgary. 

This fleet of the very latest in advanced 
aircraft will revolutionize the mail service 
across the prairies, saving something like thirty 
hours between eastern and western Canada at 
a cost of a nickel a letter, 

By the beginning of the year this fleet will 
probably be in operation, doing the first or- 
ganized night flying in Canada over air lanes 
with beacons every thirty miles and lighted 
emergency landing fields. Pilots will be able 
to fly blind almost, for every machine will be 
equipped to pick up and hold itself in the guid 
ing beam of a radio beacon.

No flying in the world will be more up te 
date. But no flying in the world has been more 
up to date than that of Western Canada even 
though this flying was over the wilderness. For, 
from the start, the company has had the finest 
machines which, according to their judgment, 
money could buy for the job in hand. Their 
present equipment is largely Fokker, ranging 
from two-seaters to a three-engined ten-pas- 
senger all-metal monoplane, twenty-seven ships 
altogether—and that is not counting the new 
mail planes being ‘built. 


The Man Behind the Organization 
N the Pacific coast where Western Canada 
have the contract for the fisheries patrol 
the planes used are Boeing flying boats. 

It may explain something of the basis of 
Western Canada’s firm foundation of success 
and venturing when it is known that great air 
organization is simply nothing more or less than 
James Richardson, president of James Richard- 
son & Sons, grain exporters, of Winnipeg. Mr. 
Richardson, as is well known, is not merely a 
grain king, but one of the dynamic figures in 
the whole commercial fabric of Canada, 

He alone took the risk of carrying the ven- 
ture over the formative period, It is said men_ 
asked to be allowed to get in on the stock of 
Western Canada Airways. His view was that 
it held risks that he did not wish to unload on 
his friends. He carried them alone. 

Shortly before C, A. Thompson started out 
from Fort Churchill with the MacAlpine party 
his plane broke loose from its moor'ngs and 
floated out to sea. Away went $$0,006, But 
within two days another plane was up from the 
south to take its place. Western Canada had 
the reserve, 

Incidentally, Western Canada has a valuable 
communication ally in the network of private 
wires belonging to the James Richardson organ- 
ization which covers the west like a web, 

Winnipeg is the home port of the far-wing- 
ing Western Canada planes, but the company 
has bases at Sioux Lookout and Allanwater, 
Ont.; Cranberry Portage and Lac du Bonnet, 
Man.; Prince Albert, Sask.; Fort McMurray, 
Alta.; Prince George and Vancouver, B.C, From 
these it is able to fan out ‘nto the principal 
mineral fields of Canada, 

It has 102 gasoline caches and emergency 
supply depots between the American boundary 
and the Arctic ocean. The gas cache on Great 
Bear lake is on the very line of the Arctic 
Circle; that at Aklavik is within the circle. Some 
of these caches have to be planned and filled 


* by boat in the summer or overland in the winter 


a year ahead, 

Some hint has been given of Western Can- 
ada’s transportation vork in the bush, mineral 
fields and barren lands of the far northwest, as 
well as the fisheries patrol for the British 
Columbia government along the coast. The 
company has also started to carry fish, rushing 
fish by plane from Fort McMurray to the rail- 
road, whence it goes in refrigerator cars to the 
New York market. This fish carrying is likely 
to be still further extended in the near future. 


Revolutioniizng Northern Activities 


NE of the greatest feats of Western Canada 
Airways was in March, 1927, when 
scarcely three months old, At least, ‘it was 
great in effect, for it made possible work in the 
development of Fort Churchill that would have 
been delayed for months. Some fifteen tons of 
supplies and mechanical equipment were flown 
in by a series of flights from Cache Lake to 
Churchill, a distance of 200 miles. 

An outstanding flight was made in March 
this year when a Western Canada plane took 
off from Fort Good Hope on the Mackenzie 
river a few miles south of the Arctie Circle and 
in two days landed a valuable load of furs in 
Edmonton, Two days later they were sold in 
Winnipeg, bringing the company who owned 
them $30,000 more than if they had had to wait 
until brought out by the first downbound boat 
two or three months later when summer open- 
ed up the river. 

The service of Western Canada from the 
viewpoint of fast transportation and quick 
opening up of areas is incalculable from the 
viewpoint of Canadian mining interests -~ as 
well as the continuous service maintained in 
areas under development,
